A study of the Sierra Madre school district’s financial 
position was authorized at an adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Education Monday night. 

The board included $1,500 in the tentative budget for 
the coming year to hire a “competent professional con¬ 
sultant" to make the study. 

It was also decided to ask the county committee on 
school district organization 
to review this district’s pro¬ 
blems and to make recom¬ 
mendations concerning the 
school program. The survey 
presumably would permit 
the board to make a valid 
decision regarding the ne¬ 
cessity of annexing with an¬ 
other district. 

KENNETH BUSH, board 
president, pointed out that if 
the survey reveals no pro¬ 
blems, the district nra y 
withdraw its request to the 
county committee. 

"The Board is under a 
moral obligation to con¬ 
duct an searching inquiry 
into the school district's fi¬ 
nancial future," said Mr.

Bush. "The narrow margin 
by which the recent tax 
election was passed indi¬ 
cates that the citizens 
should have the fullest in¬ 
formation available if they 
are to continue to make 
intelligent decisions re¬ 
garding the educational 
program of the district." 

Later, the Board adopted 
a tentative budget of $436,- 
681 for the coming school 
year. This is an increase of 
$60,018 or approximately 
16 per cent more than last 
year’s budget. 

Major items in the in¬ 
crease are $13,500 for three 
additional teachers as re¬ 
commended by the Citizens 
Staff Committee, and $7,400 
for two additional custodi¬ 
ans to handle t.he new rooms 
at Sierra Mesa. 

SCHOOL TRUSTEES also 

adopted a salary schedule 
for certificated employes 
(teachers). The schedule re¬ 
flects an approximate in¬ 
crease of 4 per cent from 
last year’s schedule. The 
additional money will come 
from state funds which 
were earmarked for salaries, 
instructional supplies and 
operating expenses. 

The Board accepted with 
regret the resignation of 
thre e teachers, Leonard Bur- 
well, Mrs. Patricia McCul¬ 
lough Chalk and Mrs. Alice 
Lau Deliman.

Sierra Mesa will become a complete elementary school 
next September with grades kindergarten through six. 
Administrators of the local district have been examining 
the number and location of pupils in each grade to deter¬ 
mine boundary lines and class assignments. 

In previous years, Sierra Mesa has only enrolled pri¬ 
mary grades, but during this 
past year a building program 
has added two new kinder¬ 
gartens and six additional 
classrooms, with redesign of 
playground' areas. 

APPROXIMATELY 900 pu¬ 
pils will be divided equally 
between the two schools. At 
tendance o f intermediate 
grades four, five and six will 
be divided at Baldwin, with 
those living to the east at¬ 
tending Sierra Mesa School, 
those to the west attending 
Sierra Madre School. 

The primary division line 
for grades one, two and three 
will remain at Mountain 
Trail. Again, those to the east 
attend Sierra Mesa, those to 
the west attend Sierra Madre. 

In the case of primary chil¬ 
dren between Mountain Trail 
and Baldwin who have older 
brothers and sisters attend¬ 
ing Sierra Mesa, arrange¬ 
ments have been made to 
permit t he younger folks to 
attend the same school.

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Same Old Tactics 


The widely publicized hearings on alleged Com¬ 
munist activities by California teachers which were 
to be held by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee on the Pacific Coast were abruptly post¬ 
poned for several months. 

The reason given by committee chairman Francis 
E. Walter (Dem. Pa.) was that “the ramifications of 
the Communist operation in California are so exten¬ 
sive and malignant that additional investigative work 
must be done before the actual hearings can be held.” 

MEANTIME, more than 100 teachers in Cali¬ 
fornia have had their names published as being 
subject to committee investigation. As usual, they 
have been indicted by headlines with virtually no 
chance to give a defense. Whether any, all or none 
of the teachers named have been involved in direct 
Communist activities or by association, we do not 
know. 

But our basic premise of law is that the accused 
are entitled to a speedy and fair trial. They will not 
get a speedy hearing. And on the basis of many pre¬ 
vious Un-American Activities hearings they will 
hardly get a fair one either. 

THE UN-AMERICAN Activities group of the 
California Senate, after two years of investigation, 
has failed to find the “malignancy” claimed by Con¬ 
gressman Walter. 

But the handsome cost to the taxpayer of these 
committees goes on.

Q.—Wguld you please pro¬ 
vide a list of forbidden foods 
for chronic asthmatics?— 

L.G. 

A. —While it is true that 
the elimination of the offend¬ 
ing allergic materials will 
help the asthmatic, there 
must be some evidence to 
justify such a procedure. 

Usually this evidence is ob¬ 
tained either as the result of 
the patient’s experience or 
by skin testing. 

There is no formula which 
will fit all individuals and, 
therefore, no food list which 
would satisfactorily apply to 
asthmatics in general. 

The practice of food elimi¬ 
nation in asthma is like stab¬ 
bing in he dark. Foods are 
rarely the only cause of as¬ 
thma. Since other factors 
such ak the various pollens, 
feathers and animal emana¬ 
tions can be important 
causes, it should be apparent 
that the elimination of foods 
wihout good reason in the 
individual patient accom¬ 
plishes nothing.

The Answer to 
“No Fix, No Pay’ 
Service Calls 

To begin with remember 
the old saying and very true 
saying that “you never get 
anything for nothing.” These 
people imply that you get 
something for nothing and 
this is misleading for that is 
not what it means. A service 
shop in order to operate to 
your benefit requires outside 
men to repair minor troubles 
in the home and a service 
shop to repair major troubles 
in the shop. 

Either way the set will be 
fixed. Any shop worth their 
salt can fix any set therefore 
the “no fix, no pay” will not 
apply for the service man 
can fix the set. They try to 
imply that if the customer 
does not want the set fixed 
there will be no charge but 
this is not the case. The cus¬ 
tomer has to pay for the call 
if the customer refuses to let 
the service man fix the set 
even if it has to be brought 
into the shop. Your service 
calls that are much less than 
average are what they call 
“door openers” which means 
a way to get into your house 
and get to your set. 

The total bill in the end 
will in the vast majority of 
the cases be much more than 
if you called a service man 
who charges a normal serv¬ 
ice charge. The service man 
has to charge an amount to 
cover his expenses and if he 
don’t he has to make it up 
some other way. If he makes 
it up some other way he has 
to what you call “play under 
the table.” 

If he does this on a service 
call what will he do in the 
shop? The vast majority of 
the service men are honest 
and will in most cases give 
you a better job than they 
charge for but a few make 
it hard on all of them. Do 
you know any service men 
who own a swimming pool 
or any of the other luxuries 
of this category? I doubt it. 

The Better Business Bureau 
states that the vast majority 
of the complaints received 
from them are from those 
who charge less than the nor¬ 
mal rates for service charge 
or uses what we call “bait 
advertising.” The television 
business is no different from 
any other type of business in 
that the television man must 
make a profit to stay in busi¬ 
ness and he has to charge a 
rate to enable him to do this 
fairly without hiding his 
charges or misrepresenting 
himself, so patronize this 
man and he will give you a 
fair shake. 

If you do not have a regu¬ 
lar man for your service and 
you want a fair repair at fair 
prices that are aboveboard 
call this associated dealer .. .
